DOYLESTOWN. 


Town Council has another trolley matter 


on hand which will create some discussion 
before it is disposed of to (be satisfaction of 
the public. It in au ordinance presented by 
the Doylestowii Railway Company for right 
of way into the borough for a road the com- 
pany intend* to build from New Hope to 
Doytestown. Council decided to stop the 
company at the intersection of Ashland and 
Green streets, when it was desired to run to 
the western limits of. Ihe town. This wag a 
disappointment, but was iiot nearly so serf, 
ous a matter as the injection into the ordi- 
nance of a section providing that the com- 
pany should pave the street between rails 
aud two feet outside with Belgian blocks, 
anil macadamize from the blocks to the curb 
on eilher side. The street is not extensively 
traveled, and the expense involved would bo, 
Ihe company declares, something like$10- 
000 or $15,000. They will not, theiefore 
accept, the ordinance as amended, iho 
0fH<i- 


ulssay, but will try to effect another en- 
trance into town, but one less desirable to 
he public, if the ordinance is not changed, 
i'he compiuiy is willing to macadamize lii.e 
street. 
H i« the opinion of many people 


hat it would be absurd lo put down a street 
of the kind described, as it would be a very 
noisy thoroughfare to live upou if used ex- 
ensively, and if it were 1106 used the pnve- 
nent would be useless. Council bus been 
unfortunate in attempting to look after the 
borough1!, interests, as lie prcwsoce of the 
trolley roads will be of fur mom advantage 
to the town thin streets laid with Belgian 
blocks. Ilia said the promoters of the New 
Hope'road have excellent financial hacking 
and that the railway, will be one of Ihe beat 
ixHjSlrueled in this section of the country. 
Th* ordinance will bo disposed of at the next 
regular meeting of Town Council.

Governor Roosevelt is a distinctive and 


peculiar character. lie is a combination of 
the rough and ready pla'.nsman and gentle- 
man of society. He is learned in literature 
and versed in the science of government. 
He can "bust" a broncho as easily as he can 
pen a thesis with ancient history for a topic. 
He can fight with his fists or lead a cotillion, 
Hia ancestry ia a mixture of Dutch, Irish, 
French and American. Roosevelt is pecu- 
liarly a Fifth Avenue find Murray Hill pro- 
duot. He played when a boy in Madiaon 
Square, and he lived from the time he left 
the nursery until he entered Harvard College 
not only under the distinctive New York 
city influences, but in that exclusive shell 
into which penetrale only the Fishs, the Van 
Rfiiitalaers, the Livingstons and others ol 
thut truly cultivated and gentle group which 
is, after all, the real aristocracy of New 
York. 


With the continuation of the disorder of 


China, which is rapidly spreading lo new 
provinces tnd has developed 'from the riot- 
OUB proceedings of the members of a secret 
society lo the outbreak of masses, aided by 
the army, f >r the annihilation of ail foreign- 
ers, it is'Mlf-evideul tl at the Chinese gov- 
ernment is powerless to maintain order and 
protect the lives and properly of foreigners, 
and it is equally apparent that the empress 
dowager and her advisers are in sympathy 
with the movement. 


The firing on the allied fleets by the Taku 


forts was a declaration of war, if done by 
authority ; if not, it was an additional reason 
for the powers to take vigorous action. 


Large foioes of Aiuerican, Russian, Japa- 


nese, German and British marines hare been 
scut to the Chinese capital to relieve the for- 
eign ambassadors and missionaries, whose 
lives have toeu endangered and where death 
has already occurred to a foreign minister, 
and where legations, including that of the 
United Slates, have been destroyed. 


The fact that the life of a foreign minister 


should be endangered in any event shows 
the necessity of strong reformatory measures 
with a people who ignore every rule of civi- 
lization. 


The Chinese problem, which has been ap- 


parent for many yearn, must now be solved. 
The western nations will not be performing 
their duty if they do not once fcr all take 
such measures as will secure the safety of 
their people and safeguard their growing in- 
terests in China. Sooner or later the prob- 
lem must be solved, either by the division of 
the empire or an effort to govern it through 
Chinese officials under sufficient guarantees 
for the pri servation of peace and the observ- 
ance of treaty regulations. This last solution 
cauuot be hoped for nor expected with the 
present female Maohiavelli on the throne. 
With the dowager empress and her advisers 
in control no reasonable security can be 
guaranteed. 
They have shown that they 


cauuot or will not perform the first duties of 
a government, but instead have aided disor- 
der and anarchy. 


In the Hettleuient of the Chinese problem 


the United States must take an important 
part. The interests of this nation iu China 
are the safely of our citizens and the security 
of our rights guaranteed by treaty aud by 
international law. So far as the interests of 
other powers are identical we may act with 
them, but the limits of co-operation must be 
confined by the limit of common interests. 
Wo can have no part with any power or 
combination of powers which may seek to 
obtain undue control in China that cannot 
be shared by others. 


That point reached, it will be the duty io 


proclaim clearly and concisely its rights aud 
claims, aud that whatever rights aud claims 
we may have with reference to the present 
government of China must continue and be 
acknowledged by any other nation that shall 
supersede the Chinese authority in whole or 
in part. Our commercial and industrial in- 
terests af well as the safely of our citizens 
come under the same conditions, aud must 
receive like consideration 


The interests of the United States, like 


those of all other nations, require the exis- 
tence of u stable, efficient and responsible 
government, and it is of considerable impor- 
tance to this oonntry bow those conditions 
are secured. If the empire is to be dismem- 
bered and divided among the different na- 
tions, the "open door ' to our commerce 
must be maintained, as well as security and 
equal rights to our citizens. It must not be 
lost sight of that iu the event of foreign con- 
trol the task of governing the hundreds of 
millions of Chinese people, with their differ- 
ent customs and dialects, will be difficult aud 
dangerous. The resistance would be liable 
to break out at any time into active violence 
with results too appalling to contemplate, 
and in such event the commercial interests 
of all would be seriously damaged or de- 
stroyed. 


The plan of some form of native government 


aided and practically maintained by foreign 
powers would seem the wisest and most easi- 
ly accomplished. Such a plan would be 
more acceptable to die United States than 
the division into ''spheres of influence" 
among the European powers, with the dan- 
gers already referred to. In case we are 
compelled lo a choice of a native government 
backed by only a portion of the powers, it 
will be wiser for this government to aide 
with a coalition shared by Great Britain, 
Germany and Japan rather than with one in 
which Russia is dominant. 
It is to be 


hoped, however, that all the powers will act 
in harmony on just aud helpful lines which 
will secure an adjustmeut equally just aud 
advantageous to all.

The present three members, Messrs. Ed- 
wards, Wilkinson and Winner, are candi- 
dates for re-nominatiou. There are no can- 
didates in opposition to Edwards and Wil- 
kinson, but it is very likely that John G. 
Weinberger, of Milford, will contest with 
Winner for the nomination. Mr. Weinberg- 
er is one of the solid men of the upper end 
and will in all probability relieve the nomi- 
nation. It baa been intimated that Winner, 
in the interest of harmony, will withdraw 
before the time of holding the September 
convention. For District Attorney there are 
two Republican candidates in the field, Jos- 
eph W. Shelly and John L. DuBois, Jr. 
Offing to the foot that Mr. Shelly has been 
an earnest aud faithful party worker and is 
well and favorably known in every district 
be has a great advantage over his present 
opponent. There have been no candidates 
announced for the office of Prothoaatary. 
The Democrats in th* county appear to be 
playing a waiting game. 


Joe Manley is a veteran iu attendance at 


political conventions. He has been officially 
connected with seven national conventions. 
Cincinnati iu 1876, Chicago iu 1880, 1884 
and 1888, Minneapolis iu 1892, St. Louie in 
189C and Philadelphia this year. 
"Never 


before," he says, "has a convention been 
handled under such perfect conditions as 
the one just closed. The convention hall 
surpassed iu convenience, size, appointments 
and comfort any convention hall ever before 
erected." "The hospitalitity of the city of 
Philadelphia," he declares, "has beeu such 
that we can understand why it was that 
Ji'hn Adams exclaimed on his return home 
after his first visit to Philadelphia 126 years 
ago; 'We take our departure from the happy, 
the peaceful, the elegant, Die hospitable and 
the polite city of Philadelphia.' " 


Last i '.vices from Oregon show that the

Describe* • Visit U Bristol, 


George N. Corson, Esq., of Norristown 


•wrote ihe following entertaining letter I 
the Jenkintown "Tines-Chronicle," afte 
bis visit to the Bristol Convention, on Jun 
25th: 


"With a rising thermometer at 92 


reached Bristol, Bucks county, on Monda, 
with the Montgomery delegation to the join 
convention of these two cordial counties 
To many of us it was our first visit to th 
historical old borough by the Delaware. Fo 
myself it was a revelation. 
My first im- 


pression in sauntering up Radolitre slree 
was that it so much resembled old Harris 
burg on the Susquehatiiia, before the mod 
cm wealth walked in to limiith its classii 
old colonial style; so fine iu its simplicity 
neatness aud solidity. I have often though 
what a shame it was that the founders o 
NorrUtowu did not imitate the example o: 
Bristol and Hariisburg in selecting the bank! 
of the river for its priuoipal places of abode 


"Bristol was full of interest to me; to 


many it seemed slow and old, aud they spoke 
of it as thoughtless dudes speak of their dis- 
tinguished daddies, as if they should leave 
the earth and-all their attainments to the 
scions who never can attain to any thing else. 
My last surviving relative, Richard Curson, 
having passed fiom earth and residence k 
Bristol, aud 1 had. none lo bid me welcome 
Finding myself alone, I was most myself. 1 
found a welcome at Ihe bank, here where for 
so many years my old friend, Caleb N. (Tay- 
lor, presided, and here I found his picture 
on the wall aud that of his father and others 
of that race still iu authority in that solitary 
institution of money iu ancient Bristol. 
There it stands like a diamond stud on the 
bosom ; with four large while columns in 
from and iu the rear, opening to Radcliffe 
street iu the one front and to the broad 
ware river iu the oilier front; for all along 
the river side of Radchfle street the houses 
fiout Ihe streel at one end and the river 
the other. 
1 was greeted by 'Tom' Scott'— 


what is a town without a Tom Soon?—who is 
Chief of Records here, who introduced me 
to his father, Cunrles E. Scott, the cashier of 
the Farmer's National Bunk of Bucks county, 
established about 1815, and ensconced in 
this beautiful unpretentious building, erected 
over 100 years ago by Mr. Biddle, of Phila- 
delphia.

'Bank of Montgomery Counly,' on Main 
street, always excepting our steps inevita- 
ble, bul it has no other title engraved upon 
its foiehead than the uiniplo and expressive 
word: Bank.

There is 
no other bank in Bristol. 
1 was shown the 


originnl burglar proot safe ! A school boy 
has a bigger trunk today, and better locked. 
It is of sheet iron, 30.il6 inches, wi li cla'jps 
and padlocks uud a great big key ! A man 
might slay a burglar with the key but a thief 
could pul the safe under his arui and roll it 
dowu the bank into a boat aud row away to 
Jersey with all the gusto of a brand-new 
delegate to a Congrebstoual convention. There 
it sits as sileut as the pictures on the wall. 


''Pardon me if I seem 'to turn the leaves 


of memory which make a mournful rustling 
iu the dark.' 
As I gazed upon the portraits 


of the Taylors who had reigned here and had 
passed away, I was lead lo mentally cite 
Longfellow's Haunted Houses and 10 reflccl 
with him: 
"We hold no title deed to house or lands;

A Filipino's Blade for Wanger. 


A formidable looking knife came to Con- 


gressman I. P. Wanger through Ihe mails 
from the Phillipines on Saturday. The hill- 
ed blade, & bolo, was encased in a leather 
sheath^ and bears evidence of having seen 
service in the band of the Filipino soldier 
from whom it was taken. It was sent to 
Mr. Wanger by George W. Earl, Jr., of 
Rosemort, Pa., a Lieutenant in the United 
Slates volunteer service in the Philippines. 
Referring to the rumor that a political mal- 
content "had the knife otit for Wanger," 
the jocund Congressman said he hoped it 
was not a weapon of Hie bolo type. 


"It was a happy thought to hold the con-

The 


old Delaware House, once the bon-lon ol 
hotels on the banks of the Delaware, which 
a few years ago fell into sorna neglect, is 
uow very much alive and very attractive to 
the traveler. Jeffries, not the tyrant, cruel 
old Judge, but Jeffries, the jovial, has a fin 
restaurant on the opposite side of Mill street 
and facing up the Radcliffe road, Ihe prin 
air-ill avenue of ihe borough, running par- 
allel with the river aud lined with trees full 
grown aud beautiful. The GAZEITE office is 
in Washington Hall ou the left side going up 
Radcliffe slreet, with the date of 1847 ou the 
fiout. 
The new proprietors, the Thomases, 


•are not of that iconoclastic class like our 
officers of the Montgomery County Historical 
Society, wh i lore down the name of the 
borough hall they now occupy. Thus is his- 
tory destroyed by its worshippers. 
There 


stands the old name Washington Hall—1847, 
and there are the three goldec links, su sig- 
nificant of the era of which it leashes iu 
sileut clasp of link in link aud not a written 
word. Our delegation was fed at Fine's 
Hotel, several squares up Mill street from 
the river aud the Bucks men bivouacked at 
Jeffiies on the bauk.

his suitableness; lie has the suaviter in modo, 
ihe fortiler in re, and nothing of the holin 
about him so common in little men of little 
minds nnd lofty aspirations. 
He has the 


ability aud knows best how to make it avail- 
able. 
He is not forever prating I am anti 


Ibis or anli that—be is Irving P. Wauger, 
our attorney, medialor aud advocate iu the 
Ha!ls of Congress, and knows when to speak 
and when to keep quiet, and always how to 
vote. 
He does uol fight a measure or oppose 


a principle because it is either presented or 
advocated by another he does not personally 
love or worship; like a true soldier he sup 
ports his government aud his commander, 
aud 
biaiply looks 
to see if 
the flaf 


is in the vanguard; 
and then he fol- 


lows, regardless of the views of him who 
is the mere standard bearer of the emblem 
of Liberty."

It Told of One of (he Mo.t Terrible 


Probably the most startling piece of 


news that was ever seut out into the 
World wus the announcement of the mas- 
sacre of General Ouster and his com- 
mund in 1870. 
The terrible news was HO 


unexpected that it canie'like a bolt from 
a clear sky. It brought a feeling of sick- 
ening horror to the heart of every man 
who read it or heard it ou the street. It 
passed from lip to lip as it became known 
iu the west and the east. There wc/e 
friends nnd relatives of the idurdcred 
men in all parts of the nation, and the 
gulluut commander was himself a nation- 
al hero. For two days the nation waited 
breathlessly tor information regarding 
the disaster additional to the brief gen- 
eral aunounceinunt of the calamity that 
had been sent out as soon as the news 
was knowu in Bismarck, N. D., which 
was then the extreme northwestern oflice 
of the telegraph company. 
That first 


mcHsage wus a brief one; but, after all, 
it told the whole story. 


That message was a bit of "wire talk" 


sent from Bismarck to Fargo on the 
morning of July 5, 1870, and it said, "All 
the Clusters are killed." 
The message 


wus sent by J. M. Curunhan, manager of 
the Western Union oflice In Missoula, 
and it was thus that the news was first 
sent eastward. 
From Fargo it was re- 


peated to St. Paul, and St. Paul sent it, 
in turn, to Chicago, and from there it 
was passed aloug to cities, towns and 
hamlets, telling its brief but terrible 
story tersely, but completely. There was 
but a single wire east from Bismarck in 
those days, and government business had 
the first call upon this. 
Consequently 


Operator 
Cnrnahan had only time to 


Bush forward this brief message of con- 
cral information before he wus compelled 
to begin the transmission of the olUcinl 
report of General Terry to the war de- 
partment. 
For 24 hours he sat at his 


key clicking off this mass of official corre- 
spondence. All this time the eastein pa- 
pers were clamoring for news, but it 
could not be given to them. 
So per- 


sistent were these demands for news 
that Mr. Curuahan obtained the permis 
sion of Colonel Smith, the member of 
Terry's staff who had brought in the offi- 
cial dispatches, to muke up a short "spe- 
cial" from the information contained in 
the reports of the ollioers. This special 
wns sent to the New York Herald and is 
believed to be the first authentic news of 
the Big Horn massacre, that wns sent 
out, aside from the official dispatches.—• 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

Abrahnmson, 


Isaacson, Jacobson, Aarouson, Davidson, 
Levison or the like, or took the names of 
their native country, as Sachs, Schwab, 
Pollack, Baier, Boelim, Schweizer, Tyro- 
ler, OestH'teher, Ilolhieuder, etc. Others, 
again—and these are the majority—nam- 
ed themselves from their native towns, 
such as Frankfurter, Berliner, Oppeu- 
heitner, 
I'osner, 
Landnuer, 
Fuerther, 


Marburg, Wet/.lar, Erlauger, Bemheim- 
cr, etc. 


The descendants of Aaron mostly kept 


up the names of Colin. Cohen. Coweu or 
Katz, and the Levite-' maintained the 
name of Levi, Levy, Leyh or Brill, the 
last being composed of the initial letters 
of Ben Itablii J^huda Levi 
Some few

the 
Hebrew; 


HuebbC'h nnd Sehoeu from Jateh, Wise 
from Chiicham, YV( is from /.tbiiu, Koth 
from Edom. Still there are quite a num- 
ber of Jewish mimes much older than the 
eighteenth century which are evidently 
not taken from any tmui or country, also 
among the German Polish Jews, such as 
Heller, Mack, Much, Block, Blocb, etc. 


Euphonious and attractive names, both 


from the fauna uud Horn of ISurope, were 
frequently choseu. When emigrating to 
other countries, the beaters of these 
names would often translate them into 
the language of their new habitat. Scho- 
euberg became Bclmont, Blumbeubcrg 
changed to Montefiore, Loeweathal to 
Napoleon, Qutmanu to Goodman, etc. 
The name of Saphir, the German humor- 
ist (1795 to 1858), is said to have been 
chosen by his father from a sapphire he 
was wearing in a ring and to which the 
official in court called attention when he 
was in doubt what name to select for his 
family.—Baltimore Sun.
